ONE PILOT DIES, 
S E C O N D S A F E 
IN A I R C R A S H 


LONDON, May 9 —Germany w’as 
reported today to be rushing troop 
reinforcements to possible points 
of invasion in the Balkans and to 
be speeding la st-minute prepara- j 
tions to ward off Allied landings 
in Western Europe. 
Accounts of feverish a ctivity by 
the

authorities 
reached London as ideal invasion 
weather was foreca st for the com­ 
ing weeks along Europe’* west 
coast. 
A Bern dispatch to the London 
Evening Standard quoted reports 
from the Austro-Swiss frontier in­ 
dicating intensive German troop 
movements have been under wa y 
through 
Southwestern 
Austria 
since early yesterday. 
The dispatch said it appeared 
that the Nazi high command was 
rushing forces to points in the 
Balkans considered m ost vulner­ 
able. 
The troop movements along rail­ 
roads were said to have forced a 
complete ban on civilian rail tra f­ 
fic southeastward from Austria. 
Zones C losed 
The German high command was 
reported to have issued a declara­ 
tion designating vaguely defined 
ti; Croatia dkihfe*, Hungary 
and Romania “ forbidden zones un­ 
til May IS." Such declarations, it 
was pointed out, usually herald 
large-scale reinforcement of local 
garrisons and widespread cleanups 
by the Nazi Gestapo. 
An indication of the ta ctics em ­ 
ployed by the Germans to sa fe­ 
guard the coastal areas was seen 
in the report tha t a special tri­ 
bunal in the vicinity of Belgrade 
already has sentenced to death 18 
persons for “ anti-national a ctiv­ 
ity.’’

FR A N K FU RTER DISSENTS 
You won’t get any one on the sup reme 
court to talk about it, but Justice Felix 
Frankfurter is in the doghouse with Chief 
Justice Stone when it conies to writing 
op inions for the court. Frankfurter has 
written only five op inions for the court this 
year, whereas last year he xvrote nine. The 
number of op inions each justice writes for 
the court is up to the chief justice, and 
word from the cloistered marble sanctu­ 
ary is that Stone thinks Frankfurter is too 
slow. He has been xveeks writing several 
op inions assigned him. 
However, he seems to have p lenty of 
time to write dissents. Last year, Frank­ 
furter’s score was ten dissents, while this 
year it had already reached l l before tile 
court met last week.

does not teach very much that is 
useful. In short to most of the 
sensational announcements in the 
the p ress of startling new im­ 
p rovements in surgery brought 
about by the war, may be ap p lied 
the 
old 
and 
cynical 
surgical 
p hrase—"Most of what is true is 
not new, and most of what is « ?w 
is not true.” 
The most valuable lessons which 
have been ap p lied in the p resent 
conflict have been learned from the 
extraordinary advance of indus­ 
trial surgery between W’orld War 
I and World War II. And that im­ 
p rovement has mostly been a mat­ 
ter of organization. 
Industrial 
surgeons found that in any given 
p lant devoted to the manufactur­ 
ing of a given p roduct, the chem­ 
ical and manufacturing p roce­ 
dures involved will result in a p er­ 
centage rate of certain kinds of 
accidents. 
Their surgical p lants are esp e­ 
cially set up with ap p aratus to 
treat the two or three kinds of 
accidents 
that 
exp erience 
has 
taught them are the overwhelm­ 
ingly most common in their p ar­ 
ticular p lant. This ties in with 
the other great lesson of industrial 
surgery which is that the sooner 
p rop er surgery is ap p lied to an 
accident the better the results. 
And they imp rove rot in arithmet­ 
ical, but in geometrical ratio. 
No Substitute 
The motto for the army doctor 
is—“There is no substitute for 
good surgery.” No trick method 
or invention has elbowed that out 
of the p icture. 
The three things that are new 
and are decided help s to reducing 
mortality and disability in this 
war are blood p lasma, chemo­ 
therap y (by which I mean the 
sulfa drugs and p enicillin), and 
the immediate rap id and comfort­ 


able methods of transp orting the 
wounded to a base where rep air 
surgery can be ap p lied at the soon­ 
est p ossible moment. 
A well known surgeon has given 
out the following rules; 
Although it may not be p ossible 
during rap id troop movements, ex­ 
p ert wound care is more imp ortant 
than chemotherap y. 
The four horsemen of destruc­ 
tion are: shock, haemorrhage, in­ 
fection and p ain. 
The p illars of treatment are; 
good 
surgery, 
transfusions 
of 
blood or p lasma, chemotherap y 
and rap id transp ortation to the 
installation where p rop er care can 
be administered. In battle the last 
includes air transp ort p lanes. 
Five Greatest Discoveries 
The five greatest discoveries of 
surgery are: asep sis, anaesthesia, 
chemotherap y, X-ray and trans­ 
fusions of blood and p lasma. 
Nature is a good p hysician, but 
a p oor surgeon. 
A dermatological friend of mine 
was smiling somewhat cynically at 
the news announcement of the 
brand new p araffin bath treatm ent 
for frostbite. During his combat 
exp erience in World War I he him­ 
self installed a p araffin bath room 
for certain kinds of wounds at his 
base in Limoges, France. It is 
good stuff all right in the p rop er 
I kinds of wounds, but it is a little 
tough to tell a fellow who intro­ 
duced it twenty-six years ago that 
it is a brand new discovery. 
Along the same lines is the an­ 
nouncement from the 
Russian 
medical corp s of “a m be r develop ­ 
ment” in the rep air of severed 
nerves by sp linting in a dead nerve 
between the two cut ends of a sev­ 
ered nerve, and giving the nerves 
a p ath to grow over and p rovide 
means of regeneration. It is all 
right and works in some cases, but 
the Russians didn’t invent it. I 
saw such an op eration being p er­ 
formed in New York in 1917.

LONDON, May 9—Germany was 
reported today to be rushing troop 
reinforcements to possible points 
of invasion in the Balkans and to 
be speeding last-m inute prepara­ 
tions to ward off Allied landings 
in Western Europe.

I HAVE BEFORE me a num­ 
ber of articles dealing with the ad­ 
vances and improvements made in 
surgery during the present war. I 
have collected them from time to 
time within the last year. The to-

tai impression that remains from 
examining all of them is that war 
does not teach very much that is 
useful. In short to most of the 
sensational announcements in the 
the press of startling new im­ 
provements in surgery brought 
shout by the war, may be applied 
the 
old 
and 
cynical 
surgical 
phrase— “Most of what is true is 
not new, and most of what is 
is not true.” 
The most valuable lessons which 
have been applied in the present 
conflict have been learned from the 
extraordinary advance of indus­ 
trial surgery between W’orld War 
I and World War II. And that im­ 
provement has mostly been a mat­ 
ter of organization. 
Industrial 
surgeons found that in any given 
plant devoted to the manufactur­ 
ing of a given product, the chem­ 
ical and m anufacturing proce­ 
dures involved will result in a per­ 
centage rate of certain kinds of 
accidents. 
Their surgical plants are espe­ 
cially set up with apparatus to 
treat the two or three kinds of 
accidents 
th a t 
experience 
has 
taught them are the overwhelm­ 
ingly most common In their par­ 
ticular plant. This ties in with 
the other great lesson of industrial 
surgery which is th at the aooner 
proper surgery is applied to an 
accident the better th# results. 
And they improve not in arithm et­ 
ical, but in geometrical ratio. 


No Substitute 
Tho motto for the army doctor 
is—“There is no substitute for 
good surgery.” No trick method 
or invention has elbowed that out 
of the picture. 
The three things that are new 
and are decided helps to reducing 
m ortality and disability in this 
war are blood plasma, chemo­ 
therapy (by which I mean the 
sulfa drugs and penicillin), and 
the immediate rapid and comfort- 


t able methods of transporting the 
; wounded to a base where repair 
surgery can be applied at the soon- 
: est possible moment. 
A well known surgeon has given 
out the following rules: 
Although it may not be possible 
during rapid troop movement*, ex­ 
pert wound care is more important 
than chemotherapy. 
The four horsemen of destruc­ 
tion are: shock, haemorrhage, in­ 
fection and pain. 
The pillars of treatment are: 
good 
surgery, 
transfusions 
of 
j blood or plasma, chemotherapy 
and rapid transportation to th* 
installation where proper care can 
be administered. In battle the last 
includes air transport planes. 


Five Greatest Discoveries 
The Ave greatest discoveries of 
surgery are: asepsis, anaesthesia, 
chemotherapy, X-ray and trans­ 
fusions of blood and plasma. 
N ature is a good physician, but 
a poor surgeon. 
A dermatological friend of mine 
was smiling somewhat cynically at 
the news announcement of the 
brand new paraffin bath treatment 
for frostbite. During his combat 
experience in W’orld War I he him­ 
self installed a paraffin bath room 
for certain kinds of wounds at his 
base in Limoges, France. It is 
good stuff all right in the proper 
kinds of wounds, but it is a little 
tough to tell a fellow who intro­ 
duced it twenty-six years ago that 
it is a brand new discovery. 
Along the same lines is the an­ 
nouncement 
from 
the 
Russian 
medical corps of “another develop­ 
m ent” in the repair of severed 
nerves by splinting in a dead nerve 
between the two cut ends of a sev­ 
ered nerve, and giving the nerves 
a path to grow over and provide 
means of regeneration. It is all 
right and works in some eases, but 
the Russians didn’t invent it. I 
saw such an operation boing per­ 
formed in New York in 1917.

Adm inistration and the 
Panam a 
railroad. The pack will consist of 
choice grades of peas. corn, tom a­ 
toes. string beans, beets, carrots, 
lima beans and pumpkin. 
Local canners 
are 
extrem ely 
worried by the labor shortage and 
have declared th at if the county 
is to provide its share of foods re­ 
quired by the arm ed services that 
scores of men and women 
who 
have never before worked in a 
canning factory will have to do so 
this year. Plans are under 
way 
now to conduct an intense labor 
recruiting program . 
L ast 
year 
m any business and 
professional 
men and housewives went to the 
aid of the canning plants, 
but 
mote than ever will be needed this 
season. 
Volunteers Needed 
Sim e the big bulk of the local 
pack this year us going direct to 
the arpied forces and is not for 
civilian use cannels are of the 
opinion th a t m any citizens 
who 
have not done so before will volun­ 
teer to lend a helping hand. Full 
tim e work will be provided for all 
who are able to give the time, but 
the processors say th a t the key to 
the m anpower situation rests with 
the men and women who will be 
able to volunteer for only a few 
hours work a day during the rush. 
We not only need several hundred 
such volunteers, 
we 
absolutely 
m ust have them, one canner said. 
For the first tim e in 
history, 
Circleville processed foods will be 
shipped minus their widely-known 
labels.
